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A First-Class Son of ‘Teddy for 

Maryland 


The biggest news of the month for Mary¬ 
land breeders comes with the announcement by 
Chester F. Hockley, President of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, of the purchase 
and importation from France by a syndicate of 
Maryland breeders of the high-class race horse 
and very successful sire, Aethelstan. In addi¬ 
tion to Mr. Hockley the members of the syndi¬ 
cate purchasing this son of ''Teddy an 
Dedicace, by Val Suzon, are Labrot & Com¬ 
pany, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, Mrs. Robert 
H. Heighe, Major Ral Parr, and Howard Bruce. 
The negotiations for the purchase of the horse 
were concluded at about the same time that 
Aethelstan’s son. Fantastic, won the French St. 
Leger which victory established Aethelstan as 
the leading sire of France for 1936. The horse, a 
grand big dark bay of commanding and mascu¬ 
line appearance, is due in Maryland early in 
October. He will make his home at the Holly 
Beach Farm of Labrot & Company, where he 
can speak French with “^Kantar who preceded 
him from France by a year. 

Aethelstan’s early stud career, following a 
brilliant racing career in which he won many 


stakes over all kinds of distances and carrying 
plenty of weight, was spent in the shadow of 
his great sire, and it was only on the departure 
of this latter horse for America that his son 
was accorded his real opportunity as a sire. He 
came through at once in commanding fashion 
and now is right at the top of the tree as a 
sire in France. From his loins have sprung 
many stakes winners, including such classic 
winners as Fantastic with five straight wins 
against the best of the year at three; Lusquor, 
winner of the Prix de la Presidente de la 
Republique among other stakes; and Bel Aethel, 
sold to England for $30,000. No less than ten 
stakes winners in France this year are by 
Aethelstan. The horse’s get are not eligible to 
the English stud book through the female line 
of his ancestress. La Polka by Lexington, 
though this is no handicap m American 
breeders’ opinion. Certainly the presence of 
such a horse as Aethelstan in Maryland can¬ 
not help but attract to our state mares of the 
highest class from elsewhere, and his importers 
are to be commended for bringing so great a 
sire to Maryland.

Sagamore Farm 


Sagamore Farm covers some six hundred 
acres of hillside land in the Worthington Val¬ 
ley, some twenty miles to the north of Balti¬ 
more, and the visitor there will find it just 
about the busiest Thoroughbred breeding estab¬ 
lishment in the State. Not alone is there a 
small army of men and boys busy around the 
horses but the building plans of the place are 
not yet complete and the pounding of the car¬ 
penters* hammers is still constantly heard. The 
stabling at Sagamore will accommodate about 
two hundred horses, there being a large enclosed 
track with stabling around it for the race 
horses, a yearling barn of thirty stalls, a big 
bankbarn with room for a score of broodmares 
and a shed barn up on the hill above the high¬ 
way which will accommodate another score. 
The stallion boxes are off to themselves, four of 
them in all. Of paddocks there are legion, some 
fenced with big solid plank fence, some larger 
ones with heavy woven wire fence with strips 
of white painted wood intervowen through it. 
An outdoor track of six furlongs with a covered 
stand beside it for use in inclement weather 
gives a place for the preparation of the racers. 

Originally purchased by the present owner’s 
mother a dozen years ago, the place has been 
under the able management of J. H. Stotler 
ever since. When the youthful master came 
of age some three years ago Mrs. Amory turned 
the estate over to him, and in the Vanderbilt 
ownership it has been developed to what it 
is today. One of the impressive things about 
Sagamore is the fine housing provided for the

exercise boys and the colored grooms. There 
are good living quarters with fine recreation 
rooms and the kitchen, a mighty important 
part of any farm, knows no peer. Heading the 
sires is the speedy black, Balko, son of Omar 
Khayyam and Rahu by Disguise. Bred for 
speed, Balko was a sprinter far above the ordi¬ 
nary and his get seem to have the same pro¬ 
clivity. In an adjoining box is the handsome 
chestnut Identify, just lately retired to the 
stud and a horse that could sprint or stay as 
far as horses have to run. A son of Man o’War 
and a Grand Parade mare, the latter having 
won the Epsom Derby, Identify should admir¬ 
ably suit the Balko fillies in the stud at Saga¬ 
more. These stallions will probably be joined, 
for a time at least, by the great handicapper, 
Discovery, next spring. This is another horse 
who should do much to add to the lustre of 
Maryland breeding and doubtless will attract 
to Sagamore mares from far and wide. 

Appended is a list of the Sagamore mares 
and their 1936 mates. Also below are listed 
the coming two-year-olds that will carry the 
**cerise and white diamonds” of Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt in 1937. A list of the foals of this 
year follows the mare list.

New Membership 
Regulations 

At the meeting of the Directors of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association held at 
Havre de Grace on September 26th it was 
decided that after January 1, 1937, there shall 
be two types of membership in the Association. 
The first type is Breeder-Owner membership 
which will include ANYONE WHO BREEDS 
HORSES (of any breed) or anyone who races 
horses in the State of Maryland. The annual 
dues for membership of this kind shall be $10 
per annum. A Standing Committee on Mem¬ 
bership shall pass on applications for this type 
of membership, which shall be the only type 
having a vote or holding office. 

The second type of membership is to be the 
Associate Membership, dues for which shall be 
$2 per year. Associate members will receive 
The Maryland Horse, will be welcome at 
all meetings of the Association, and can avail 
themselves of the **trouble-shooting” services 
offered by the Association to help them in their 
problems about their horses. Any person inter¬ 
ested in horses or racing in the State is eligible 
for Associate Membership.

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Periodic Ophthalmia 

Recurrent Ophthalmia, Moonblindness, etc.

Periodic Ophthalmia has been studied and 
written about since the earliest days of veterin¬ 
ary medicine. In the Fourth Century Vegetius 
wrote of the condition. Many famous veterin¬ 
ary authors in the Eighteenth Century gave it 
prominence among their writings and advanced 
many theories as to cause. 

Merillat and Bouazza in 1922 found in the 
structure of the optic nerve a bacillus. Rose- 
man of the Mayo Foundation in 1926 satisfied 
himself that it was of microbian origin after 
discovering a microbe which he named Bac¬ 
terium Ophthalmial. 

Many factors have been spoken of as causal 
among them climates, soils, drainage, heredity, 
grain, rank watery foods, etc., etc. Undoubtedly 
some of these do have influence, at least, in 
causing a predisposition. Symptoms vary and de¬ 
pend upon acuteness and severity of the attack. 

The first symptom generally observed is the 
closing of the lids of one eye; eyelids are swollen 
and red with a watery discharge. In a short 
time cloudiness of the eye is manifest. It might 
be noted here that in most cases there is evidence 
of general disorder, with lack of vitality, and 
so forth. The pupil is contracted and does not 
expand much even when mydriatics are used. 
Various changes are taking place in the affected 
eye, and if given adequate treatment and 
proper nursing, together with diet corrections, 
absorption may be complete in several weeks. 
The tendency, however, is for it to recur again 
and again in the same eye until blindness 
ensues.

No connection between any phase of the moon 
(from which the name moonblindness was 
taken) and the disease has been shown. The 
connection is rather with some periodicity of 
the system. Seven or eight attacks, frequently 
fewer, result in blindness, after which the other 
eye is usually attacked with the same result. 
After the first attack a bluish ring around the 
corneal margin is seen, and the eye seems 
smaller; and after several attacks it actually is 
smaller. The upper lid instead of being in the 
form of a regular arch is seen to have been 
changed to one having an acute angle, due to 
muscular contraction. This shape persists 
through life. 

Prevention measures seem to be in avoiding 
breeding to blind mares or stallions; in immedi¬ 
ately isolating and quarantining affected animals; 
in proper stabling, diet and general care. It is 
too early to predict what effect serums are going 
to have either preventively or curatively.

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Better Hay and Pastures Urged in State Program

Any business having the magnitude of 
Maryland agriculture demands careful and 
thorough planning if it is to achieve a full 
measure of success. Since agriculture is a pro¬ 
gressive industry and many of the farm and 
home operations extend throughout a period 
of years, formulation of a sound and prac¬ 
tical program for its development must give 
due consideration to conditions likely to exist 
a number of years hence, as well as the situa¬ 
tion in the immediate future. 

With that thought in mind, the Extension 
Service and other departments of the Univer¬ 
sity, in cooperation with farmers’ and women’s 
organizations of the State, have outlined an 
Agricultural and Rural Home Program for 
Maryland. It is recognized that the agriculture 
of the State is extremely diversified and an 
effort is made to set forth in this program some 
of the major lines along which the various 
phases of the industry might best develop 
during the next five years. 

Several phases of this program have a very 
direct bearing upon the important Thorough¬ 
bred horse industry of the State. It goes with¬ 
out saying that the large acreage of land 
devoted to the maintenance of the horse 
industry is recognized, as well as the tremend¬ 
ous investment it represents. Therefore, it is 
important that the horse breeders cooperate in 
the formulation of a sound agricultural pro¬ 
gram, and that the program will insure the 
proper support of this industry. 

It is well known that Maryland farmers, as 
well as horse breeders, have a heavy feed bill. 
Production of home-grown feeds and particu¬ 
larly the improvement of hay and pasture 
crops, are given a prominent place in the pro¬ 
gram. Among the objectives adopted for work 
with farm crops are the following: 

'^Improve pastures by better practices and 

fertilization. 

“Provide winter pasture to take the place 
of barn feeding, where practicable. 

"Prevent summer shortage of pasture by 
growing emergency pasture crops, such as 

Sudan grass. . . u j 

“More eflBcient liming and fertilizing, based 


upon soil tests showing needs of soil. 

“Improve the quality of mixed hay by in¬ 
creasing the percentage of legumes. 

“Increase the acreage of barley from 37,000 
to 100,000 acres.” 

Specific objectives in the livestock program 
provide for pasture improvement and utiliza¬ 
tion of forage crops as economical practices in 
livestock breeding operations, and for adoption 
of regular horse parasite control measures. 

These are only a few of the objectives which 
appear of most direct interest to those engaged 
in breeding Thoroughbred horses. The con¬ 
servation of fertility, prevention of erosion, and 
all the factors which enter into maintaining 
and improving the soils of the State, are just as 
vital to the horse industry as to any phase of 
agriculture. Indeed, I am not certain that the 
wonderful record made by breeders of 
Thoroughbred horses in Maryland is not more 
closely associated with the soil than perhaps 
any other type of agricultural production. It 
is well established, 1 believe, that the particular 
kinds and combinations of nutrients given to 
so highly developed an animal as a Thorough¬ 
bred horse have an important influence upon 
the quality of bone and fibre in the animal. 
Evidently Maryland soils have possessed in 
unusual degree the nutrients essential to pro¬ 
duction of Thoroughbred horses of highest 
quality. The pastures and hay crops, which 
enter so largely into the growth of young 
animals, are especially important in this 
respect. 

It has appeared, therefore, that a program 
for development in Maryland agriculture 
during the next few years should include vigor¬ 
ous efforts to improve the large acreage devoted 
to hay and pasture crops. Methods have been 
devised whereby it is possible to determine with 
a considerable degree of accuracy the treatment 
which is most likely to bring greatest improve¬ 
ment and more intelligent effort can be directed 
in that line than was possible some years ago. 
While the pasture and hay crops occupy a 
larger acreage and the annual production from 
them is probably of greater value than from

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William W ood ward's W isdom 
Rewarded 

In the forepart of the catalogue of the 
yearlings annually offered at Saratoga by 
William Woodward, owner and operator of 
the historic Belair Stud in Prince George's 
County, Maryland, one may read the follow¬ 
ing words: ”On the quality of its mares 
depends the success of a stud." How true this 
dictum is may well be seen in the results of 
its having been followed religiously by Mr. 
Woodward for years. Not alone has he our 
champion—and by the old rule of The Survival 
of the Fittest he must be that—Granville, but 
in England there are four horses carrying the 
'‘Zetland Spots" that are second to none in their 
respective divisions. There is last year's Ameri¬ 
can three-year-old champion, Omaha, who 
has conclusively demonstrated his staying 
abilities at Ascot and elsewhere. There is 
Perifox, a son of Gallant Fox, who is rated 
third in an experimental handicap of the two- 
year-olds. There is Flares, winner of the New¬ 
market Stakes and a really high-class horse. 
There is another good two-year-old in Gallalane 
who won at Doncaster the Rous Plate; and 
last but by no means least there is Boswell, son 
of Bosworth and Flying Gal, by "'Sir Galla- 
had III, a surprising winner of the last and 
most searching of England's five Classic races. 
Run over a course of one mile, six furlongs and 
thirty-two yards up in Yorkshire at Doncaster, 
the St. Leger was considered a good thing for 
Lord Astor's Rhodes Scholar, which horse failed 
to finish in the money. Truly this is a great 
achievement for any one owner in one year, 
and when it is remembered that each of these 
stakes winners was bred by its owner the 
achievement is the more remarkable. The 
Maryland Horse extends to our fellow Mary¬ 
lander its heartiest congratulations on his 
many breeding successes. 


Registration of Maryland- 
Breds 

As there seems to be a good deal of mis¬ 
apprehension among horsemen regarding Mary¬ 
land registration, we shall try to elucidate the 
matter here to the satisfaction of all. The State 
Racing Commission has ruled that no horse may 


be started in a Maryland-bred race unless it: 
owner can produce a certificate showing that 
the horse has been registered with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders' Association. To register 
with the Association costs $2.00 if the appli¬ 
cation is made prior to March 1st of the year 
in which the horse is two years old. If left until 
a later date the fee is $10.00, regardless of 
age. To obtain the Maryland certificate appli¬ 
cation should be made to Charles W. Williams, 
Secretary of the Maryland Horse Breeders' 
Association, at Glyndon, Maryland, and on Mr. 
Williams' being satisfied of the justice of the 
claim he will issue the certificate. So far there 
have been about six hundred horses registered 
which are now of racing age. Some breeders 
prefer to register as foals but others prefer 
to wait to see whether they will sell the 
animals or whether they will be raced at all. 
The breeder is not obligated to register the 
animal. It is up to the man who wants to race 
it to see that it is on the list which is supplied 
to the Racing Secretary at each track in the 
State. 

Regarding the Breeder's Bonus, this remains 
as it has been for the past couple of years, there 
still being no award in Maryland-bred races. 
In all open races if the winner is bred in the 
State the breeder of the winner receives $2 50. 
If the race is a stake race the breeder receives 
$500. Incidentally, it must be understood that 
a horse is bred where be is foaled. The breeder 
is the owner of the dam at the time of the 
foal’s birth. 

Maryland-bred races are of two kinds. One 
is for horses which have been foaled in the 
State whose dams may have been covered any¬ 
where at all. The other type of race is for 
horses foaled in the State whose dams were 
covered here. 

The exact wording of the rule covering 
"Rewards to Breeders," as stated in RULES 
OF RACING OF MARYLAND, is as follows: 

REWARDS TO BREEDERS 

2 30. Each applicant awarded a license to conduct a 
race meeting at any mile track within the State of 
Maryland, from and after the date of this rule, shall 
by acceptance of such license be deemed to have agreed 
as a condition of the grant thereof, that such licensee 
shall within thirty (30) days after the expiration of 
such meeting, pay to the breeder of each horse win¬ 
ning a race at such meeting, if said horse was bred in 
the State of Maryland, as follows: In overnight events 
Two Hundred and Fiftv Dollars ($2 50), in all other 
races Five Hundred Dollars ($500); This award shall 
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not be given in races confined exclusively to horses 

foaled in Maryland, provided, that if the 
any such winning horse shall not be living at the time 
of such race, no such payment shall be required; and 
provided further, that the sum so to be paid shall not 
in any case be deducted from the amount of the purse, 
nor shall it be required when the purse includes an 
award to the breeder equal to or greater than the 
amounts above specified, and providing further, that any 
amount so paid shall not be included m estimating the 
value of the race to the winner. In construing this 
rule the definitions contained in the Rules of Racing 
heretofore adopted by the Maryland Racing Commission 
shall apply, and all claims or questions arising under 
this rule, at any race meetings, as to the breeding or 
foaling of any winning horse, shall be decided by t 
licensee holding the meeting, and affidavits in support 
of any such claim may be required before payment 
thereof, and in all such cases the decision of such 
licensee shall be final and conclusive as to any liability 
under this rule. 


The Maryland Futurity 

On October 17th we shall be witnessing the 
sixth running of the Maryland Futurity for 
two year olds foaled in the State of Maryland 
whose dams were covered in the State, and 
run at Laurel over six furlongs. Just how many 
will start in the race this year is hard to guess 
at this time, but it appears likely that there 
will be a larger number than usual by reason 
of the fact that there so far has been no out¬ 
standing Maryland-bred shown up. The previ¬ 
ous winners have been S. W. Labrot’s Spring- 
steel and Rush Hour; Dr. J. Fred Adams’ 
Adamite; J. W. Y. Martin’s Truly Yours and 
A. G. Vanderbilt’s Speed To Spare, the sires 
represented by these winners being the dead 
■^Sir Greysteel, Happy Time, J. Fred A., Canter 
and Balko.

Here in a rolling, well wooded 
terrain of good grass land Mr. du Pont has laid 
out a course that not only is longer in itself 
chan that at Aintree but its jumps are both 
taller—they average a shade over six feet— 
and wider. It was the Editor’s privilege to be 
one of a group of scribblers entertained at Fair 
Hill one Sunday just after the running of the 
big race in which no less than twelve horses 
started and none fell. After a bounteous repast 
and an exhibition of moving picture films of 
the three principal races of the day’s card we 
were taken to the famous "Great Wall of 
China,” as the thirteenth fence is called, and 
were invited to try to jump it. Nobody made 
the attempt, for the obstacle measures six-feet- 
four and a ditch is on the take-off side. Yet 
no horse has refused it in any of the three run¬ 
nings of the race, which has been won by 
Melita II, Bill Martin’s Luckite, and What 
Have You who won this time. These big jumps 
arc so made that horses have to take them 
steadily and if they do fall they can scramble 
out of them without danger of injury to rider 
or mount, so soundly are they constructed.

success of the meeting, told us that he has a 
photograph of Soldier’s Fate, who finished 
second to What Have You, actually clearing 
the big jump with inches to spare. The turf of 
the course is the best, well covered as it is with 
grasses of various kinds on which unlimited 
fertilizer has been used.

Rather is it cut regularly and well up from 
the ground, thus affording horses a good grip¬ 
ping footing such as they get in the hunting 
field. 

Never one to do things by half measures, 
Mr. du Pont is this year enlarging the grand¬ 
stand, covering one of the stands in, and im¬ 
proving conditions for his visitors in the mat¬ 
ter of their comfort during the day’s meeting. 
The stabling at Fair Hill is excellent, and there 
is a well designed open air paddock as well as 
a horse-show ground with its own stand. Here 
the Cecil County Breeders’ Fair is annually 
staged, and anyone who wants to see a good 
show of cattle and horses can see it there. 
Circumstances forced our missing the Fox- 
catcher Hounds racing this season, but it will 
have to be an important matter indeed to keep 
us away next year, having once looked over 
the lay of the land and met the hospitable 
management.
